Heilig Tells Pupils 
He Fears U. S. Will 
Be at War in 6 Months 


"Today we perhaps are 
ending 


our armistice and beginning prep- 
aration for another war," declared 
Herb Heilig, director of the Apple- 
ton Vocational school, in his address 
before the assembly of Appleton 
High school Monday morning. "The 
United States is in the process of 
spending 16J billion dollars for war, 
more than the amount spent for re- 
lief during seven long years of de- 
pression," he added. 


As he opened his speech Heilig 


stated that he was reluctant 
to 


squeeze the eagle until it screams. 
Experience, he commented, has not 
made him less patriotic but less 
cocky about his patriotism. It is his 
personal fear that the country will 
be at war within six months, he 
said. 


"This Armistice day is different 


from any other we have 
celebrat- 


ed," the speaker declared. "We now 
are certain that the same seeds of 
war were planted in the treaty of 
Versailles as in any other treaty. We 
are arming ourselves for a perma- 
nent state of war in Europe." 


Drawing his analogy from a po- 


em by Rudyard Kipling, Heilig stat- 
ed that Armistice day is a one that 
rightfully belongs to the common 
people.

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Undemocratic Wisconsin 


Since the formation of the third major 


' party in Wisconsin six years ago—when 
the LaFollctie followers cut loose from 
the Republicans—there have been 
four 


slate elections. In three out of those four 
elections, the winning 
state 
candidates 


have taken office and power with a mi- 
nority of the total vote polled. 


In 1934, when Philip F. LaFollctle led 


the first Progressive state ticket, the votes 
cast against him numbered about 160,000 
more than those counted in his favor, but 
he became governor and directed the slate 
government for two years nevertheless. 


In 1936 he was reelected, although he 


again failed to get a majority support 
from the people he served, and was re- 
sponsible -in the succeeding term for some 
of the most vital and far-reacliing social 
legislation Wisconsin has had in decades. 


Today we have seen it happen again. 


About sixty per cent of the voters of Wis- 
consin last week expressed 
themselves 


against the leadership of Governor Julius 
P. Heil as head of the state government. 
They expressed their opposition positive- 
ly and definitely by voting for someone 
else, a clear majority of them. But Ju- 
lius P. Heil will be governor for another 
term. 


Not only was the majority popular will 


effectively, and legally, nullified in the 
choice for governor last week, but the re- 
election of Senator LaFollette was also ac- 
complished by a minority. 


Here we have a serious negation of 


the democratic process as we have known 
it in the history of'the "United States— 
a striking condemnation of the weakness 
of the three party system in Wisconsin. 


Because the Democratic and Progres- 


sive politicians of Wisconsin insist upon 
having two political organizations through 
which to translate their respective "liber- 
alisms" into political action, both are ren- 
dered impotent while disenfranchising at 
the same time a majority of the electorate 
for the benefit of a minority. 


To those who are interested in estab- 


lishing sound and democratic government 
in Wisconsin within the frame-work of 
the party system which has grown up 
during many past generations, the answer 
is readily apparent. 


The Republican party of Wisconsin, as 


in the nation, embodies the conservative 
philosophy of politics and government as 
we define the tag today. The competitors 
for the liberal label are the Democrats 
and the Progressives. The solution to the 
undemocratic mess into which the Wis- 
consin political system has been projected 
lies with them. One or the other must go 
if majority rule and democratic logic is 
to be returned. 


It is reassuring therefore to discern 


evidence of a recognition of that fact with- 
in the Progressive party, an acceptance 
of the fact that as long as two1 political 
groups ostensibly pursuing the same poli- 
tical aims refuse to join their resources 
and their efforts, they arc dooming them- 
selves to -failure while stifling the votes of 
those thousands of citizens who follow 
them into the polling booths. 


Compromise is going to be difficult, to 


be sure. The Progressives, currently at 
least, far outnumber the Wisconsin Demo- 
crats in state elections. But the Demo- 
crats arc a part of a notional party, have 
a national ticket.

The Wisconsin voter gave one elo- 


quent and conclusive testimonial to his 
welcome o£ sensible political alignments 
' in 1938, when Julius P. Heil became a ma- 
jority governor for his first term. 
But 


this year the example was forj'.olU-n or 
ignored. 


Today the minority victories of Gover- 


nor Heil and Senator LaFollette stand as 
monuments to an undemocratic and ridic- 
ulous political 
arrangement in a state 


which likes to boast of jts tradition of 
good government and democratic princi- 
ple?. 


Chamberlain Passes 


On the c\c of his departure for Cali- 


. fornia's sunshine Mr. Chamberlain took 


a turn for the worse and in the space of a 
week died. 


Two scenes are likely to .stand out in 


the public mind concerning this man. 


• One is his return from Munich with Hit- 
ler's signed agreement. Then Mr. Cham- 
berlain shouted those 
dramatic 
words 


about "peace in our time." The other TC- 
l^les to hi* unselfish resignation as prime 


minister. despite the support of parlia- 
ment. 


Whatever motives may have 
influ- 


enced him both steps were for the best. 
The Munich appeasement gave England 
time to arm even if she didn't arm very 
effectively. 
The resignation as 
prime 


minister gave England Churchill. 
And 


without him England 
might not have 


held together till now. 


Mr. Chamberlain's great error, and an 


inexcusable one in a national leader, was 
his failure to understand the extent to 
which the Nazis would go, and prepare ac- 
cordingly, or, if convinced 
that 
great 


wrongs had been done to Germany by 
Versailles in failing to initiate proceedings 
for their correction.

Bridges do not respond to politics and the 
Pacific winds have no respect for rules of 
thumb laid down by Mr. Ickes. 


Mr. Eldridge likewise complains that 


the wise leaders at Washington insisted 
that certain engineers be employed and 
scoffed at the idea that any engineer in 
the West was competent to supervise the 
building of a bridge. Here again both 
show theory and politics at work. The 
federal authorities may engage good en- 
,gineers, or think they do, but they load 
them up with a great number of projects 
always satisfying themselves with 
the 


illustrious names on the blueprints and 
blind to the fact that the illustrious names 
merely choose hired men to do the work 
while they enjoy the.'fees. The more the 
country views the matter of running ev- 
erything from Washington the more re- 
spect it is likely to find for the watch- 
fulness of local authorities. 


Let the courts of the state of Wash- 


ington appoint the tribunal to fix the 
blame. Any appointment coming out of 
the national capital will only foreshadow 
a whitewash. 


A Diplomat Speaks Freely 


Joseph P. Kennedy, mis-knighted "my 


ambassador to England," is quoted in 
an interview in the Boston Globe that 
"democracy is finished in England." When 
pressed for his opinion of the condition 
of the patient in this country and the 
nature of its fever, Mr. Kennedy said 
that democracy 
will terminate in this 


country too "if we get into war." 
He add- 


ed that with the going of 
democracy 


"everything we hold dear would be gone.'' 


Mr. Kennedy should endear himself to 


the American people too for his courage 
in denying that England is "fighting for 
democracy." 
He covers that claim with 


a perfect Americanism when he calls it 
"the bunk."' But Mr. Kennedy is all for 
England in the war and favors sending 
to her all help possible. He sweeps away 
the "Battle for Democracy" in the knowl- 
edge that-the war is just a recurrence of 
the ancient struggle for trade and pres- 
tige. 


Mr. Kennedy adds another obviously- 


candid comment when he says that any 
credit extended to England will never 
be paid any more than the war debts of 
World war No'.' 1. 


The substance of the quoted statements 


is not disputed in the Kennedy criticism 
of the Boston Globe for printing them. 
His criticism was that these statements 
should not have been printed in that they 
were said "off the record" which is a 
license to a man "to take down his hair'' 
and speak his mind freely. 


It is only too bad that "my ambassador 


to England" didn't give the same observa- 
tions just before the election. 
Of course 


they might not have affected the result 
but they would have left Mr. Kennedy 
with the cleaner bill of health which is 
now in the hands of those who opposed 
him politically.

Washington—The situation inside France is 


such that there is more and more sentiment 
among administration advisers to draft vener- 
able John J. Pershing as American ambassador 
to France. 


It is believed General Pershing could do a 


good job because of his old friendship with 
Marshal Petain, now No. 1 man in the Vichy 
government. 'The two were comrades in arms 
during the World War, and never do they meet 
without an affectionate embrace on both cheeks. 


But more important than this is the manner 


in which Marshal Petain is reported to be pulled 
in two different directions: toward the Germans 
on one hand, and toward the British on the1 
other. 


Chief advocate of friendship with .Nazi Ger- 


many is Pierre Laval, long France's No. 1 ap- 
pcaser. who has an inside track with Petain at 
present. Laval has been carrying on the conver- 
sations with Germany which aim to give French 
air and naval bases to Hitler, and his argument 
with Petain is reported to be that the British 
are not to be trusted, that France's future lies 
entirely with Germany. 


On the other hand. Marshal Petain's natural 


instincts are pro-British and anti-German. Fur- 
thermore, these are the natural sympathies of 
most Frenchmen, including some of his other 
advisers. 
FRENCH IN AFRICA 


So at times Petain is reported to be drawn 


one way by Laval; at other times almost ready 
to so to Africa and put himself at the head of 
the French army to lead a campaign against the 
Italians in Egypt. 


Should the French North African army be- 


come active on behalf of England, it would 
mean much not only to the British but to the 
United Stales, whose biggest worry concerning 
the Monroe Doctrine is that a combination of 
German-Italian forces might use Dakar, French 
naval base on the bulge of Africa, for operations 
against Brazil and South America. 


That is why "Papa" Pershing is considered so 


important to influence his old friend "Papa" 
Petain. 


Note—General Pershing, 80 years old last 


September, is not in the best of health, usually 
spends his winters in Arizona, might suffer dur- 
ing the rigors of a French winter. 
WALLACE SEEKS JOB. 


Henry Wallace came back from his hectic 


vice-presidential campaign looking considerably 
older. Not many people realized it, but he had 
been on the electoral warpath continuously 
since August, making ten to twelve short speech- 
es a day, and five to six major addresses a week. 


There was no part of the country which he 


did not cover, and the surprising showing which 
Roosevelt made in the farm belt undoubtedly 
was due in part to Henry Wallace. 


Wallace's friends are now urging him to take 


a vacation. Instead he is looking for a new job 
to tide him over between now and the time he 
takes the oath of office as vice president of the 
United States. 


Beginning then—January 20—Wallace will 


draw a salary of 315,000. But until then he is 
hard up. His salary as secretary of agriculture 
stopped last August, and his expenses since then 
have been heavy.

At luncheon together the other day were 


Charlie Chaplin. Walter Winchell, Ernest Cuneo 
and Assistant Secretary of State Adolf Berle.

I practically had 
to blow a whistle just to insert one word in the 
conversation." . . .

No. 1 on the president's list for Miss Perkins' 
successor is George Harrison, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks and a vigorous 
advocate of labor peace. 


With Dan Tobin. head of the AFL teamsters 


and a former White House secretary, Harrison 
was active in the 1939 negotiations to bring the 
two camps together. 


Miss Perkins is on moderately good terms 


with both the AFL. and CIO, and actually her 
department is one of the best run in the govern- 
ment. But neither laborites nor industry give 
her any credit for this, and she also has a fail- 
ing for saying the wrong thing at the wrong 
time. 


Inside fuel is that Miss Perkins offered her

streets of Athens, you probably can 
buy more American newspapers and 
magazines than anywhere else out- 
side this hemisphere. On the Athens 
rialto are at least a dozen movies 
where neon lights" boldly announce 
Hollywood films in American and 
without {he bother of Greek sub- 
titles. In the drug stores you find 
all of the locally nationally- adver- 
tised brands of toilet articles. 
In 


the restaurants, you can get Ameri- 
can food cooked in the Greek-Amer- 
ican manner. In the grocor.cs, you 
can buy American canned goods 
and in the shops and department 
stores are wares bearing American 
labels. 


Tops Them All 


I have no intention of exaggerat- 


ing this. 
Athens. Greece, is not 


Athens, Ga., but I haven'; talked 
to a traveler here who hasn't com- 
mented that it is probably easier to 
get by in Athens, Greece, without! 
speaking a foreign language than in 
any of the continental cities. 
{ 


The reason for all this is simply 


that probably more Greeks than 
any other nationality have come to 
America to make their fortunes, 
large or small, and returned to live 
out their days and rear their fam- 
ilies in the "old country." 
Living 


is so cheap <or at least har. been 
down through the years) that a 
man with a few thousand dollars 
can return to his little village, buy 
a small farm, a cow, goats and a few 
olive trees and live like the king of 
his community. These affluent rc- 
partiots, having gotten .1 taste of 
American left, demand such things 
as western and detective .stories, a 
copy of the "old home town" news- 
paper. American movies, and a few 
luxuries such as American tooth- 
paste, scented soap, ten-cent lipstick. 


Lived At Little Rock

Menasha — Three men will be 


furnished from District No. 3 of 
Winnebago county for thc first con- 
tingent to be indicted into military 
service under the nation's first 
peace-time draft at Milwaukee Nov. 
22, according to Arthur Ritger, sec- 
retary of the board. 


Two men of draft age have vol- 


unteered for service while the third 
will be selected from among those 
having order numbers 1 to 50 in- 
clusive. The local draft board has 
mailed questionnaires to the two 
volunteers and to registrants having 
order numbers 1 to 50, Inclusive, 
in compliance with orders-from the 
selective service board state head- 
quarters.

Washington, D. C.—The greatest danger before us now is "inflation." 


In barnyard American all that means is high prices. Since they are not 
as spectacular as the bombing of workers' homes, they usually don't get 
attention before it is too late. 


War inflation is about the deadliest bearing of war upon the poor. 


Wages m war never have advanced as fast as the cost 
of living. The price of anything is mostly the cost of 
labor to produce it. The higher they go, the higher the 
cost of living. 


War inflation (high prices) is the worst bearing of 


war upon the helpless. Germany is bombing the 
homes of England's poor non-combatants and seek- 
ing to cut off the supply of milk to babies and food to 
adults. England is hell-bent on the same process—to 
blockade Europe and starve into submission even her 
most gallant defenders, France, Finland, Poland. 


I do not counsel otherwise. We, ourselves, invented 


war frightfulness in our blockade of southern ports 
and our destruction of food supplies in Georgia and 
the Shenandoah. It must make the wounds of Christ 
bleed again, but so it is and we must accept it.

ever slight, that North will bid a 
red suit and in that case you have 
a legitimate slam call. Your cue 
bid. which purports to show first 
round control of spades, has the ad- 
ditional merits of possibly staving 
off a spade lead, and if conditions 
are right you may be able to get 
rid of dummy's spades on your side 
suit and thus avoid the loss of a 
spade trick.

If you have a child in school visit his classroom this week, the one week 


in the year set aside for the better acquaintance and deeper understand- 
ing that ought to hold between teachers and parents of school pupils. 


Rearing a child is a lifework of the utmost importance to the family and 


the nation and it does seem that the responsibility it places on both 
teachers and parents warrants close association between them. When you 
think that a child lives in the school for the best part of each day under 
the influence of teaching, guided by its principles, headed into life by its 
forces, that parents ought to be excited about what goes on there. Few 
arc. A visit to the school is rarely made until an emergency demands it. 


Parents see the physician who attends their child. They see and they 


know something about the qualities of the clergyman who is in charge 
of their spiritual needs. They, usually are concerned about the friends 
their children make. Rarely do they know the teacher who has, next to 
themselves, the greatest possible influence on their child's future.

>it strange, but we can see the rca- 
on plainly when we remember that 
hings are "turned around" south of 
the torrid zone. 


The southern end of Chile is far 
losed to the South Pole than the 
northern end. The farther south 
one goes in that part of the world. 
he closer he comes to the frigid 
zone. 


Chile right now is having spring 


while we are having autumn. It 
will be summer down there when 
we are in the midst of winter. 


Southern Chile has much snow 


during June, July and August. In 
other seasons it suffers heavy down- 
pours of rain. 


Forests cover vast areas in south- 


ern Chile, and it is hard for a per- 
son to get through them because 
the trees, bushes and vines grow 
so thickly. 
Slow-moving rivers 


wind through the forests in some| 
jarts. and at times overflow their j 
janks and form marshes. Trav- 
elers who try to walk from one! 
side of a forest to another must 
be on the lookout for quick sand. 


In northern Chile, the climate i 


warmer but 
plant life 
does not 


grow so well Thousands of square i 
miles are "tropical deserts." 


In those tropical deserts there is 


a store of wealth. They contain 
thick beds of nitrate. 


Nitrate is a salt of nitric acid. 


Nature gave beds of it to Chile, 
and it has been sent from there to 
countries in many parts of the 
world. 


The sodium nitrate of Chile has! 


the special name of "Chile salt- 
peter." It has..been employed to a 
great extent in making gunpowder. 


That, however, is only one of the 


ways nitrate can be used. One! 
form of it — silver nitrate — has a! 
place in medicine 
and

photography.

Sodium nitrate is of value in giv- j 


ing richness to soil. Thousands of] 
farmers have obtained better crops i 
after treating their fields with this 
substance. 


It may seem odd that something 


which can help the soil is found in 
deserts where little 
plant 
life 


grows. There is a way to explain 
the fact, however— the beds of ni- 
trate are "too much of 
a good 


thing." They are far too thick for 
the purpose of a farmer. 


Chile's nitrate fields are mainly 


on the side of mountains. 
Most 


of them are found at heights of 
from three-fourths of a mile to a 
mile and a half above sea level.

war is a terrible thing and she did not believe we 
could ask nations fighting for their very lives to take 
any step which they felt might endanger their chanc- 
es for victory.
